BUHOP  M*1LV.VIKE'9  ADDRE^  TO  THE  OHIO  CORVEN* 
TION. 


The  first  part  of  Bishop  M‘Ilvaine*8  addreaa,  which 
we  fiod  in  the  Garabier  Observer,  ia  chiefly  occupied 
with  a  Biatemcnt  relative  to  his  visit  to  England, 
to  which  he  waa  urged  by  some  of  the  moat  intelli¬ 
gent  and  attached  friends  of  the  Church  in  the  West, 
and  of  the  Ohio  Theological  Seminary,  both  in  th^ 
and  other  Dioceaea,  and  which  waa  finally  determined 
on  with  the  advice  of  the  standing  committee  of  the 
Dioceec.  One  of  the  objccla  of  this  visit  ia  thus 

Part  of  my  object  was  the  communication  of  .aucb 
information,  as  to  the  slate,  prospect  and  necesailiea  of 
our  Church  in  the  VV'estern  States,  more  particularly 
as  might  serve  to  disc  m rage  the  emigration  of  such 
clergymen  or  candidates  for  orders  as  would  not  be  ap¬ 
propriate  either  in  spirit,  habit  or  facility  of  adaptation 
to  the  peculiarities  of  our  sphere  of  labour,  and  thus 
save  many  painful  disappointments  to  well-meaning 
and  benevolent  persons — while  at  the  same  time,  the 
door  might  stand  open,  and  all  requisite  knowledge  im¬ 
parted  for  the  encouragement  and  direction  of  such  as 
might  safely  be  induced  to  seek  a  participation  in  our 
labours. 

Bishop  M'llvaine  dwells  at  some  length  and  with 
much  interest  upon  this  point;  but  as  we  have  not  room 
for  the  whole  address,  we  pass  over  this  to  another 
which  conveys  information  of  a  peculiarly  gratifying 
and  interesting  character: 

But  beside  the  object  thus  exhibited,  and  which  of 
itselfwas  enough  to  engross  all  my  care,  I  was  encou- 
ra*^ed  to  prosecute  two  others,  for  the  tenefit  of  an  in¬ 
stitution  which  already  had  participated  in  no  little  de¬ 
gree  inthe  Christian  liberality  of  our  brethren  of  the 
Church  of  England.  After* seeking  advice  and  the 
candid  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
wisest  and  best  of  that  Church,  as  to  the  propriety  and 
expediency  of  the  cQbrt,  I  ventured  to  solicit  donations 
in  money  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building  at  the  seat 
of  our  Theological  Seminary,  for  the  accommodation 
of  theological  students — and  also  donations  in  books 
for  tlie  increase  of  the  library  of  the  same.  The  spe¬ 
cial  ground  on  which  an  appeal  for  assistance  toward 
these  objects  was  made  to  the  members  of  the  Church 
of  England,  was  the  fact  that  so  large  a  portion  of  those 
who  come  to  these  new  States,  and  for  whom  we  must 
supply  the  ministry,  are  emigrants  from  Great  Britain 
and  connected  with  her  Established  Church,  expecting 
from  us  a  substitute  for  the  privileges  they  left  at 
home,  and  that  while  in  the  immense  influx  of  popu¬ 
lation  from  that  country,  we  receive  undoubtedly  much 
that  is  enlightened  and  industrious,  and  useful  and 
pious,  it  is  notorious  that  a  very  large  majority 
of  the  popery  now  among  us,  and  a  large  proportion  of 
the  infidelity  and  insubordination  were  derived  and  are 
rapidly  Increasing  from  that  very  quarter.  It  seemed 
to  me  by  no  means  unreasonable  that  the  land  whence 
so  much  ofour  necessity,  so  much  that  opposes  as  well 
as  so  much  that  needs  our  efforts  is  supplied,  should 
aid  us  in  raising  up  the  ministry  requisite  for  its  in¬ 
struction  in  the  way  of  salvation.  The  propriety  of 
the  appeal  and  the  entire  sufficiency  of  the  main 
ground  on  which  it  was  placed,  were  promptly  and 
most  kindly  and  affectionately  acknowledged  and  re¬ 
sponded  to,  I  asked  only  for  as  much  money  as  I  thought 
would  enable  us  to  erect  a  good  building  for  about  40 
theological  students,  hoping  that  when  more  room 
should  be  needed,  other  means  would  be  provided  from 
some  other  source  for  its  construction.  Wonder  was 
expressed  that  1  asked  for  so  little.  But  I  could  not 
conscientiously  ask  for  more.  An  example  of  mode¬ 
ration  and  a  sense  of  entire  propriety  and  justice  in  the 
W'iiole  matter  seemed  much  more  valuable  than  in¬ 
crease  of  funds  at  their  cost

goodly  number  of  which  were  presented  by  members 
of  our  sister  Church  in  Eldinburgh,  and  some  of  which 
have  not  yet  arrived,)  is  of  /o/to»,129;  quartos,  114;

College.  The  rest  have  been  united  with  that  of  the 
College  and  and  Theological  Seminary. 

A  more  valuable  collection  of  works,  in  classics  and 
ecclesiastical  history  and  theology,  has  seldom  been 
made  by  similar  means.  Addetl  to  the  library  pre¬ 
viously  belonging  to  our  College  and  Tlieological  Semi¬ 
nary,  it  forms  an  array  of  learned  stores,  especially  in 
divinity,  such  as  no  other  institution  of  our  country, 
so  recently  founded  as  ours,  can  boast  Among  them 
I  have  counted,  not  indeed  as  arrived,  but  promised  by 
Josima  Bales,  Esq.  of  the  House  of  Baring’s  and  Ca, 
London,  and  as  sure  as  if  it  were  received,  the  new 
and  elegant  edition  of  the  I.Atin  Classics  by  Valpy, 
comprised  in  about  loO  volumes  octavo.  I  should 
here  mention,  with  many  thanks,  the  donation  of  a 
very  valuable  solar  microscope  by  Lord  Ashley,  for 
the  philosophical  department  of  the  College,  a  gift 
rendered  the  more  valuable  by  the  cordial  expression 
of  a  Christian’s  interest  in  the  cause  of  religion  and 
learning  in  our  diocese,  with  which  the  unsolicited 
grant  was  accompanied.  To  those  who  are  familiar 
with  the  name  of  Shaftesbury,  as  associated  with  the 
infidel  controversy  of  a  past  age,  it  w  ill  not  be  unin¬ 
teresting  to  be  told  that  the  truly  pious  and  zealous 
giver  of  this  instrument,  whose  whole  interest  in  its 
presentation  was  that  of  a  heart  alive  to  the  cause  of 
Christ,  is  a  descendant  of  the  author  of  the  Charac¬ 
teristics, 

The  funds  obtained  for  the  desired  and  much-needed 
building  for  theological  students  amount  to  about 
1^12,000,  all  of  which  are  appropriated  by  theconlributors 
to  that  specific  purpose.  I  am  much  indebted  to  Mr. 
H.  Roberts,  an  architect  in  London  and  zealous  of  good 
works,  for  the  donation  of  a  very  commodious  and 
beautiful  plan  of  a  building,  with  separate  drawings  of 
every,  tlie  minutest  part,  so  that  any  good  mechanic 
may  follow  lliein.  In  conformity  with  this,  the  build¬ 
ing  will  be  erected  if  Providence  permit.  It  will  be 
a  gothic  edifice,  according  to  the  architecture  of  the 
Elizabeth  age.  With  three  stories,  it  is  so  planned  as 
to  tiirnisli  every  two  students  a  sitting-room  or  study 
of  about  17  by  15;  and  to  each  of  them  a  bed-room  of 
about  14  by  8;  thus  allowing  all  needful  opportunity 
for  privacy  in  devotion  and  study. 

So  great  has  been  the  kindness  of  the  Rl  Hod. 
Ixird  Bexley  towards  the  two  Bishops  of  this  Diocese, 
w  hile  sojourners  in  England,  such  his  interest,  from 
the  beginning,  in  the  promotion  of  the  Gospel  in  our 
western  slates,  by  means  of  the  Theological  Semina¬ 
ry  of  Ohio,  and  such  the  value  of  his  co-operation  in 
the  efforts  by  which  the  funds  above  spoken  of  were 
obtained,  that  when  about  to  lake  leave  of  him,  on  my 
return,  I  knew  no  belter  way  of  expressing  my  sense 
of  his  kindness  and  of  our  obligation,  than  by  request¬ 
ing  his  permission  to  call  the  proposed  building  by  his 
name.  Having  received  his  cordial,  Ihough'modest 
assent,  the  edifice  will  be  denominated  Bexley  Hall. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  the  late  venerable  and 
excellent  Hannah  More  remembered  in  her  will  the 
Church  in  Ohio,  and  bequeathed  jC200  to  be  appropri 
aled  for  its  benefit.  This  sum  was  placed  at  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  Sir  Thomas  Ackland  for  specific  direction. 
While  abroad  I  did  not  fail  to  look  after  tJiis.  The 
Bum  is  secure,  but  the  particular  disposition  of  it  is 
still  a  subject  cf  correspondence.  Probably  it  will  be 
made  the  endowment  of  a  scholarship  in  the  Theolo¬ 
gical  Seminary,  for  which,  with  one  year’s  interest,  it 
will  be  just  sufficient, 

I  cannot  here  take  leave  of  the  subject  of  my  doings 
in  England,  without  endeavouring  to  express  the  deep 
and  grateful  sense  I  feel  of  the  truly  Christian  and  aP 
fectionate  kindness,  hospitality  and  cordial  ciM^pera- 
tion  with  which  1  was  received  by  the  learned  and  the 
good,  by  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Church  in  England, 
Scotland  and  Ireland.  A  large  proportion  of  it  evi¬ 
dently  arose  from  my  being  regarded  as  identified  with 
a  branch  of  the  Church  which  calls  and  delights  to 
call  that  of  England  its  mother,  and  towards  which.

It  was  again  the  happiness  of  the  general  counsl  of 
our  Church  to  enjoy  the  presence  and  be  influencid  by 
the  great  experience,  and  the  long-tried  wisdom  if  the 
venerable  Bishop  whose  presidency  in  the  Houle  of 
Bishops  has  been  for  so  many  years  its  blessing,  aid  for 
whose  pure  example  and  inflexible  sleadfastucsi  and 
remarkable  calmness,  as  well  as  accuracy  of  judgment 
we  are  so  much  indebted,  under  God,  for  the  prisent 
prosperity  of  our  Church. 

Fourteen  out  of  sixteen  Bishops,  a  larger  nunber 
than  were  ever  assembled  before  in  this  country, and 
an  unusually  full  and  resp^table  delegation  of  clergy 
and  laity  of  the  several  dioceses,  composed  the  ‘.wo 
houses  of  the  Convention.  The  session  continued  two 
weeks,  dining  which,  subjects  were  under  discussion  of 
the  very  highest  interest,  and  many  of  them  of  the  most  i 
critical  and  delicate  ehararter.  for  which  nono  of  the

deeply  realised.  There  was  no  lack  of  proponent  and 
respondent  speakers,  thoroughly  participating  in  the 
spirit  of  the  subjects  to  give  two  sides  to  every  ques¬ 
tion,  and  cause  their  merits  to  be  weighed  as  accurate¬ 
ly  as  if  each  speaker  had  a  personal  interest  in  his  ar- 1 
gument.  It  was  the  animation  and  feeling  of  the  con¬ 
tinued  debate,  that  gave  such  special  beauty  to  the  kind 
and  affectionate  spirit  which  reigned  throughout  and 
made  the  harmony  with  which  every  decision  was  ar¬ 
rived  at,  and  the  cheerfulness  and  happiness  and  bro¬ 
therly  love  with  which  every  member  departed  from 
the  council,  to  obey  and  assist  in  carrying  forward,  i 
whatever  had  been  adopted,  the  more  impressive  in 
its  evidence  of  the  entire  peace  of  our  Church — of  the 
debt  of  love  we  owe  to  Him  w  ho  has  given  this  “  great 
calm,”  and  of  the  opportunity  we  now  have,  as  a 
Church,  to  grow  in  grace  and  promote  the  Guspel. — 
May  the  Lord  keep  us  from  pride,  from  self-confidence 
and  self-glorying — from  all  the  snares  of  peace  as  well 
as  all  the  evils  of  strife.  Now  especially  is  tho  time 
to  feel  that  supplication  of  our  liturgy  :  “  In  all  time  of 
our  prosperity — Good  Ijord  deliver  us."  May  He  who 
has  given  us  the  harmony,  teach  us  why  he  has  given 
it ;  and  give  us  grace  to  keep  and  employ  it :  so  that  in- 
instead  of  becoming  more  indolent  with  our  talents, 
because  \vc  possess  them  so  quietly,  we  may  “  lay  aside 
every  weight  and  the  sin  which  doth  so  easily  beset 
us,  and  run  with  patience  the  race  that  is  set  before 
us,”  striving  together  for  the  promotion  of  the  faith  of 
the  Gospel.

to  the  fold  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  And  I  lake  this  op¬ 
portunity  of  expressing  the  hope  that  the  Church  in 
Ohio  will  feel  it  a  privilege  to  do  anything  within  her 
power  for  the  prosperity  of  her  younger  sister  in  Illi¬ 
nois. 


Bishop  M‘Ilvaine  then  proceeds  to  describe  more 
particularly  tho  “enactments  of  the  Convention  as  to 
the  future  missionary  operations  of  the  Church,”  the 
remarks  upon  which  conclude  as  follows: 

Before  taking  leave  of  the  missionary  subject,  I 
must  beg  my  brethren,  and  through  them,  the  whole 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  bear  most  seriously  in  mind, 
what  the  I/ird  w’ould  have  us  to  do  in  sustaining  the 
position  just  taken  by  our  General  Convention.  Great 
responsibility  has  been  assumed — noble  principles 
have  been  avowed — high  expectations  have  been 
created; — but  resolutions  are  not  means, — principles 
are  not  strength.  Declarations  and  desires  and  com¬ 
mittees  and  agents  and  readiness  to  w’ork  and  wisdom 
to  direct  must  all  be  impotent,  and  the  failure  must  be 
the  more  painful  and  the  collapse  of  expectation  the 
more  ruinous  for  this  sudden  and  sangiiino  raising  of 
the  hopes  and  confidence  of  the  Church,  unless  "the 
strength  of  the  dioceses,  which  is  all  the  strength  of 
the  Church  for  missionary  work,  be  roused  to  an  effort, 
and  a  zeal  as  much  surpassing  all  former  effort  and 
zeal  as  the  missionary  responsibility  and  duty  just  as¬ 
sumed  transcends  all  else  in  the  past  history  of  our 
Church.  There  must  be  great  effort  every  where,  or 
we  shall  come  far  short  of  present  hopes  and  perma¬ 
nent  obligations.  I  rejoice  that  it  is  so — that  8(*me- 
thing  is  done  to  task  to  the  uttermost  the  energies  and 
try  thoroughly  the  zeal  and  love  of  our  clergy  and 
laity.  Our  ability  will  not  grow  but  in  proportion  as 
it  is  used,  and  made  to  stretch  every  nerve.  Nothing 
is  worse  for  Churches  or  individual  Christians  than 
not  enough  to  do,  to  call  up  all  the  Christianity,  and 
employ  all  the  vitality  within  them.  Let  me  beseech 

you,  brethren,  “  if  there  be  any  consolation  in  Christ _ 

of  the  Spirit — any  bowels  and  mercies.

To  be  exclusivdy  devoted  to  the  institution,  is  of 
course  out  of  the  q.icstion. — To  be  exclusively  given 
to  the  Diocese,  except  as  the  institution  and  its  vicini¬ 
ty  may  be  con.sider^  as  having  a  parochial  claim  on 
the  attention  of  the  Bishop,  would  be  neither  consist¬ 
ent  with  the  exportations  of  the  Church,  the  respon¬ 
sibility  under  which  the  public  must  regard  the  office 
of  President,  nor  the  fact,  to  which  I  solicit  special  at¬ 
tention,  that  the  whole  maintenance  and  all  the  ac¬ 
commodation  of  tho  Episcopate  of  the  diocese,  are 
derived  from  its  cdsoexion  with  the  Presidency  of  the 
college. 

To  pursue  the  middle  course,  to  be  divided  between 
the  diocese  and  the  collegiate  claims,  is  the  only  one 
consistent  with  a  conscientious  view  of  the  present  ar¬ 
rangement. 

But  against  the  further  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
Diocesan  to  pursue  thi|^  course,  there  are  several  im¬ 
portant  objections : 

1.  Tho  spiritual  interests  of  tho  Diocese  require 
all  tlie  attention  and  care  that  any  one  Bishop  is  capa¬ 
ble  of  affording,  in  the  most  unencumbered  circum¬ 
stances.  By  this  I  do  not  mean,  that  in  any  change 
of  relations,  the  present  incumbent  would  feel  it  his 
duty  to  be  absent  any  more  from  his  family,  his  study, 
his  retirement,  his  domestic  duties,  his  private  can  s, 
his  duties  of  reading  and  meditation  and  correspond¬ 
ence,  Ills  opportunities  of  intellectual  and  spiritual  im¬ 
provement,  and  be  itinerating  any  more  among  the 
parishes  of  the  diocese  tlian  has  hitherto  been  the  case. 

The  average  amount  of  itinerant  duty,  which  the 
Diocese,  according  to  tlie  present  scheme  of  visitation, 
receives,  ia  as  much  as  the  domestic,  personal  and 
public  duties,  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  qualifica 
lions  of  any  Diocesan  could  authoriza  To  increase 
the  amount  of  public  effort,  would  be  only  to  impover¬ 
ish  the  source  on  which  its  value  depends.  Many 
months  of  continual  public  exertion,  with  scarcely  a

cept  as  it  is  stolen  from  hours  of  rest  and  sleep,  re¬ 
quire  that  many  should  be  spent  also,  in  comparative 
retirement,  with  good  opportunities  for  reading,  medi¬ 
tation  and  prayer. 

Should  the  parishes  of  the  diocese  be  multiplied 
fourfold,  I  know  not  that  it  would  be  right  to  take  any¬ 
more  lime  for  visitationa 

But  all  this  only  shows  the  more  impressively  the 
inexpediency  of  permitting  any  such  cares  as  those  of 
the  Presidency  of  a  College  to  divide  the  time  and 
mind  of  your  Diocesan. 

2.  The  next  objection  to  tho  present  arrangement 
is,  that  the  interests  of  the  College  require  that  its 
President,  as  he  must  bear,  in  the  eye  of  the  public, 
all  the  responsibility  of  its  management,  should  have 
all  his  time  and  care,  and  his  best  thoughts  and  effort?, 
concentrated  upon  its  concerns.  Whatever  may  be 
anticipated  from  a  more  general  superintendence  on 
the  part  of  the  President  and  a  devolving  of  the  more 
particular  and  daily  duties  upon  a  Vice-President,  the 
public  will  make  no  division  of  the  responsibility. 

The  President,  in  such  circumstances,  cannot  help  a 
great  deal  of  anxiety,  and  his  auxiliary,  however 
suitable,  cannot  do  tlie  full  work  ofa  presiding  officer : 
so  that  in  the  division  of  the  general  duty  from  the 
particular,  both  must  materially  suffer. 

Again; 'By  the  present  arrangement,  the  whole 
support  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  arises  out  of  his 
connexion  with  the  College.  I  have  reason  to  suppose 
that  the  Trustees  of  the  College  in  offering  to  sustain 
the  burden,  as  I  know  that  the  present  incumbent  in 
being  willing  to  accede  to  the  plan,  anticipated  tliat  as 
a  temporary  arrangement,  it  would  soon  ^  changed. 

I  say  nothing  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  this  mainte¬ 
nance.  That  must  be  left  to  other  minds.  At  any 
rate,  it  is  a  great  deal  more  than  the  Collese  ou^ht  to 
furnish.  " 

I  object  to  the  continuance  of  this  mode  of  sustain¬ 
ing  the  Diocesan  on  several  grounds : 

1.  He  does  not  and  ought  not  to  pay  sufficient  at¬ 
tention  to  the  concerns  of  the  College  to  warrant  any 
such  return.  At  present,  it  is  almost  entirely  a  gratui¬ 
ty  on  ^e  part  of  the  College  to  tlie  Diocese;  the  lat¬ 
ter  being  the  engrossing  object  of  care  and  study,  as 
well  when  tho  Bishop  is  at  home,  as  when  he  is  visit¬ 
ing  the  perishes. 

2.  The  College  is  not  in  circumstances  to  warrant 
any  such  expenditure.  It  needs  much  more  from  the 
Diocese,  than  the  latter  needs  from  it.  It  would  be 
much  more  reasonable  that  the  President  of  the  Col

This  subject  is  concluded  by  some  remarks  upon 
the  Diocesan  Education  and  Missionary  Society,  the 
constitution  of  which,  as  our  readers  are  aware,  has 
been  changed  in  accordance  with  Bishop  M'llvaine’a 
suggestions.  Then  follows  a  notice  of  the  action  in 
reference  to  the  division  of  Dioceses,  the  recommen¬ 
dation  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in  relation  to  the  “con- 
fe^ion,  &,c.  and  a  detail  of  Episcopal  duties  in  the 
Diocese.  The  address  then  concludes  as  follows : 


Having  thus,  as  briefly  as  possible,  reviewed  the 
chief  transactions  that  have  occurred  since  mv  last 


lege.  And  considering  how  little  has  been  done  in 
Ohio  towards  the  rearing  up  of  an  institution  which 
every  where  else  has  awakened  so  intense  an  interest, 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  Churches  of  the  diocese  should 
no  longer  consent  that  the  College  shall  be  burdened 
with  an  appropriation  which  their  Diocesan  feels  no 
little  unpleasantness  in  being  obliged  to  receive  at 
its  hands. 

3.  The  natural  dependence  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Episcopate  is  upon  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese. 
To  them  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  be  devoted, 
it  is  his  right  to  look  for  this  purpose.  And  except 
there  be  a  valid  plea  of  inability,  there  is  an  insur¬ 
mountable  objectioQ  on  the  part  of  the  present  speaker 
to  be  sustain^  from  any  other  quarter. 

With  these  considerations,  I  submit  the  whole  sub¬

The  reverence  due  to  the  temples  of  God. — From 
the  communication  of  a  correspondent  we  make  the 
following  extract,  in  the  sentiments  of  which,  it  is 
scarcely  necessary  to  say,  that  we  entirely  concur. 

Christians,  in  all  ages,  have  manifested  a  reverend 
regard  for  the  place  of  Divine  worship;  and  in  the 
prayer  of  consecration  appointed  by  our  Church,  the 
building  is  declared  to  be  separated  from  all  unhallow¬ 
ed,  ordinary,  and  common  uses,  and  dedicated  to  the 
service  of  God,  for  reading  his  holy  word,  for  cele¬ 
brating  his  holy  sacraments,  for  offering  to  his  glorious 
majesty  the  sacrifices  of  prayer  and  thanksgiving,  for 
blessing  the  people  in  his  name,  and  for  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  all  other  holy  offices.  And  so  conscientious 
are  Episcopalians  who  have  a  right  understanding  in 
this  matter,  that  the  present  writer  remembers  an  in¬ 
stance  in  which  the  loan  of  a  Church  was  refused  for 
a  meeting,  which,  though  not  religious,  had  certainly 
a  very  important  moral  bearing  upon  the  community. 
How  much  more,  then,  if  the  object  beavow'edlygain  ! 
Make  not  my  Father's  House  a  house  of  merchandize, 
an  injunction  designed  to  prevent  a  desecration 


“  If  by  a  heresy,”  he  remarks,  “  we  mean  tha: 
which  is  against  an  article  of  the  creed,  and  breaks 
part  of  the  covenant  made  between  God  and  man,  by 
the  mediation  of  Jesus  Christ,  I  grant  it  to  be  a 
grievous  crime,  a  calling  God’s  veracity  into  ques¬ 
tion  and  a  destruction  of  good  life,  becnusie  upon 
the  articles  of  the  creed  o^ience  is  built,  ani)  it 
lives  or  dies,  as  the  effect  does  by  its  proper  cause,  for 
faith  is  the  moral  cause  of  obedience.

The  losing  of  faith  is  like  digging  down  a  foun¬ 
dation,  all  the  superstructures  of  hope  aud  patience 
and  charity  fall  with  it.” 


which  it  might  be  supposed  that  Christians  would  be 
in  little  danger  of  committing.  But  even  for  this,  an 
excuse,  or  rather  argument,  is  sometimes  found  in  the 
end  to  be  accomplished  ! — the  defraying,  for  example, 
the  expense  of  an  Organ  ! — as  if  this,  or  any  object, 
how  important  soever,  could  be  justified  by  the’  em¬ 
ployment  of  means  at  which  the  better  feelings  ofour 
nature  instinctively  recoil;  and  which  are,  moreover, 
prohibited  by  an  express  command. 


Convention  of  Michigan. — We  have  been  favourfd 
w’ith  a  minute  account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  special 
Convention,  in  relation  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  for 
Michigan,  which  was  held  at  Detroit  on  the  25tljand 
! 26th  days  of  November;  from  it  we  select  such 
particulars  as  appear  most  interesting  and  important 
On  the  assembling  of  the  Convention,  morninj 
prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Tullidge  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  and  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  N.  Lys- 
ter.  The  latter  gentleman  was  appointed  presideni 
pro  tern,  and  afterwards  unanimously  elected  president 
of  the  Convention.  The  Secretary  is  C.  C.  Trowbridec,  j 
Esq. 


These  sentiments  are  so  accordant  with  the  beauti¬ 
ful  and  solemn  expressions  of  our  consecration  ser¬ 
vice,  and  so  congenial  to  the  impressions  which  our 
Church  has  endeavoured  to  excite  in  all  her  services, 
that  we  could  not  feel  at  liberty  either  to  omit  them 
or  pass  them  by  in  silence,  especially  when  requested  ' 
to  speak.  The  rising  generation  needs  to  be  remind¬ 
ed  of  their  duty  in  this  respect,  lest  that  characteris¬ 
tic  respect  to  the  temples  of  God,  for  which  Episcopa¬ 
lians  have  been  remarked,  and  sometimes  censured, 
should  unhappily  cease  to  prevail.  It  is  a  duty  which 
may  sometimes  be  disregarded  by  good  and  pious  men 
from  inadvertency  or  want  of  reflection,  but  which  con¬ 
sistency  requires  us  strictly  to  observe,  lest  we  should 
incur  from  others  the  censure  passed  upon  the  Phari¬ 
sees  of  uniting  scrupulousness  in  trifles,  with  laxity  in 
matters  of  importance.  It  is  one  which  no  individual 
among  us  should  neglect,  if  for  no  other  consideration 
yet  from  respect  to  the  sentiments  and  feelings  al¬ 
most  universally  prevalent  among  his  brethren. 

There  are  those  who  condemn  all  manifestation  of 
respect  for  the  temples  of  God,  as  savouring  of  super¬ 
stition.  To  us  it  seems  consonant  with  the  soundest 
philosophy,  as  well  as  the  purest  devotion  to  cherish 
such  a  feeling  and  Jet  it  reign  with  all  the  freshness 
of  a  first  impression  in  our  hearts.  It  is  in  nothing 
material,  nothing  beneath  heaven  that  such  rever¬ 
ence  finds  its  home,  although  it  passes  on  its  way  the 
earthly  objects,  whose  associations  lead  it  upward  to 
Him  whom  heaven  and  the  heaven  of  heavens  cannot

After  tlie  election  ot  a  President  and  the  reading  ft 
a  letter  from  Bishop  M‘Ilvaine,  (who  has  temporary 
charge  of  the  Diocese,)  authorizing  the  call  of  tho 
Convention,  and  of  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  White- 
house  declining  the  office  of  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  t^i 
which  he  had  been  elected,  the  Convention  proceeded 
to  the  special  business  on  account  of  which  its  scssi&a 
had  been  called.  In  consequence  of  the  changes  in 
the  Diocese  since  the  last  Convention,  it  appeared 
that  there  was  not  a  sufficient  number  of  clergy  con¬ 
nected  with  it  to  authorize  the  election  of  a  Bishoj) 
by  the  Convention,  consistently  with  the  provisions  of 
the  canons.  It  was  therefore  resolved  unanimously, 

“  That  the  House  of  Bishops  be  respectfully  and 
most  earnestly  requested  to  elect  a  Bishop  for  this 
Dic^cse,  at  as  early  a  period  as  may  be  consistent  with 
their  convenience  and  the  solemn  importance  of  this 
duly.” 

Also,  “  that  a  copy  of  these  proceedings  be  furnished 
to  the  Right  Rev.  Charles  P.  M‘IIvaine,  the  Bishop 
in  charge  of  this  Diocese,  with  the  request  that  he 
cause  the  same  to  be  communicated  to  the  Right 
the  presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  canon  aforesaid.” 

The  canon  here  referred  to  and  previously  specific

— It  gives  us  much  pleasure  to  ob¬ 
serve  the  interest  and  cordiality  with  which  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  President  Colton,  in  behalf  of  Bristol  Col¬ 
lege,  is  met  by  the  Bishop  and  clergy  in  New-York.

The  statement  of  Dr.  Colton,  contains  a  summary 
view  of  the  most  interesting  particulars  relative  to 
Bristol  College,  information  of  which  has  more  than 
once  appeared  in  our  columns,  and  therefore  need  not 
be  rcjtcaled  at  the  present  time.  We  quote,  however, 
the  following  extract,  which  we  hope  will  tend  to  in¬ 
crease  the  interest  and  confidence  in  this  institution 
which  its  merits  have  obtained  for  it,  and  to  secure  the 
assistance  which  is  necessary  to  its  permanency  and 
full  success. 

The  Claims  of  the  College. — The  claims  of  this 
rising  institution  are  strong  and  peculiar. 

1.  It  entirely  supports  itself  from  its  own  revenue. 

— Tlie  revenue  derived  from  the  College  proper  and 
the  subordinate  departments,  is  found  to  be  fully  ade¬ 
quate  to  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  all  the  College 
officers,  the  taxes  upon  the  estate,  and  the  interest  of 
the  jSslSjCKK)  which  remains  to  be  liquidated  at  the  end 
of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  purchase,  (the  inter¬ 
est  of  which  is,  by  the  terms  of  the  stipulation,  requir 
cd  to  be  paid  annually.) 

2.  It  gives  yearly  to  the  Episcopal  Church  much 
more  than  the  interest  of  the  capital  she  has  yet  in¬ 
vested  in  it.  Besides  supporting  itself,  the  College 
actually  gives  to  the  Church,  as  slated  above,  in  the 
shape  of  gratuitous  tuition  to  the  scholarship  students 
who  are  studying  for  the  ministry,  the  interest  of 
$22,500;  and  when  the  buildings  shall  be  further  en 
larged,  so  as  to  afford  accommodations  for  the  number 
of  students  of  this  class  intended  to  be  received,  the 
institution  will,  in  this  way  yearly  return  to  the 
Church,  in  the  aggregate  of  gratuitous  tuition  to  her 
beneficiaries,  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  interest  of 
$90,000.  VVhere  can  there  be  made  an  investment 
yielding  so  sure  and  so  rich  a  revenue! 

3.  7'he  College  has  the  effect  of  calling  forth  and 
educating  the  consecrated  talent  of  the  Church, 
which,  but  for  such  an  institution,  and  the  peculiar 
facilities,  which  it  offers,  might,  in  thousands  of  in 
stances,  remain  in  comparative  obscurity. 

4.  Its  location,  on  the  Atlantic  border,  in  so  acces 
sible  and  central  a  position  between  the  north  and  the 
south,  and  directly  in  the  eye  of  the  great  thorough 
fare  (the  Delaware,  and  the  rail-roads  on  either  side  of 
it)  between  the  principal  cities  of  the  Union,  is  a  cir 
ciimstance  which  can  scarcely  fail  to  secure  to  it,  what 
from  its  first  organization  it  has  continued  to  receive 
a  very  unusual  degree  of  patronage  in  the  way  of 
students. 

5.  The  high  standard  and  the  peculiarly  Chris 
tian  character  of  its  course  of  studies,  and  the  tho¬ 
rough  manner  in  which  this  course  is  pursued,  the 
very  moderate  annual  expense,  the  spirit  of  Christian 
piety  and  of  missions  which  pervades  the  institution, 
the  sound  Episcopal  character  which  it  possesses,  must 
secure  in  an  unusual  degree,  the  confidence  and  af¬ 
fection  of  the  friends  of  learning  and  religion  in  the 
Church,  and  commend  it  to  their  prayers  and  pious 
liberality. 

0.  To  these  brief  statements,  allow  me.  Sir,  re¬ 
spectfully  to  add  the  expression  of  an  earnest  wish 
that  you  may  be  prompted  by  a  generous  hope  for  the 
interest  of  sound  Christian  learning,  the  security  and 
permanent  prosperity  of  our  common  country — so 
much  depending  upon  the  state  of  her  literary  insti¬ 
tutions — and  by  an  intelligent  zeal  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  Church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  at 
home,  and  in  Pagan  lands,  to  come  forward  at  this 
important  and  interesting  crisis  of  the  history  of  Bris¬ 
tol  College,  as  an  eflicient  and  liberal  patron  and  friend. 

Bishop  Wilson  of  Calcutta. — The  letter  of  Bishop

ply  to  its  inquiries  we  answer,  by  all  means  hold  fust  to 
missionary  associations  already  in  existence,  until  some¬ 
thing  better  is  provided  in  their  stead.  If  there  be  an 
intention  in  any  instance  to  propose  some  more  effi¬ 
cient  plan,  the  sooner  it  is  adopted  the  better,  as  much 
evil  must  result  from  delay  and  uncertainty.  The 
only  means  of  improvement  upon  the  system  here¬ 
tofore  adopted,  which  suggests  itself  to  us,  is  that  the 
clergyman  of  the  parish,  or  some  other  competent 
person  if  there  be  no  clergyman  or  none  willing  to 
act,  should  register  the  names  of  those  who  will  con¬ 
tribute  their  weekly  offerings.  Then  let  a  treasurer 
be  appointed  to  receive  and  forward  them  to  their  pro¬ 
per  destination.  This  will  obviate  many  of  the  diffi¬ 
culties  referred  to  by  our  correspondent,  and  throw  the 
duty  and  privilege  of  communicating  information 
and  exciting  an  interest  in  behalf  of  missions,  where 
it  ought  to  be,  upon  the  clergyman.  He  is  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  extent  of  his  ability  and  influence  for 
the  prevalence  among  his  people  of  right  views  and 
adequate  liberality  with  respect  to  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
perative  and  important  duties  incumbent  on  a  Christian.

Confirmation. — A  confirmation  tvas  held  by  the 
Right  Rev.  Bishop  While,  in  the  Church  of  the  Epi¬ 
phany  on  Wednesday  evening  last,  when  26  persons 
were  confirmed,  of  whom  16  were  males  and  10  fe¬ 
males.  In  April  last  23  persons  were  confirmed, 
making  49  in  the  course  of  the  year.  Of  those  con¬ 
firmed  during  the  present  week  only  six  have  been 
communicants,  the  remainder  expecting  to  be  admitted 
to  the  communion  on  Christmas-day.  From  this  state¬ 
ment  the  reader  will  judge  favourably  of  the  spiritual 
state  of  this  Church.  We  have  witnessed  with  great 
satisfaction  its  growth  during  the  short  period  of  its 
existence,  and  especially  the  seriousness  and  interest 
in  religion  which  has  prevailed  under  the  faithful  and 
zealous  labours  of  its  rector  from  its  first  opening  to 
the  present  time.  We  doubt  not  that  it  will  continue 
to  prosper  and  prove  a  means  of  great  good  to  our  city, 
and  an  honour  to  the  Church  with  which  it  is  con¬ 
nected. 

It  is  a  circumstance  of  interest  and  congratulation, 
to  know  that  tlie  venerable  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  en- 
jx/jo  ouinviciit  iicaiiti  uiiu  Birengiii  lo  oe  present  on 

such  an  occasion  at  this  season  of  the  year,  and  on  one 
of  the  coldest  evenings  we  have  yet  experienced.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop  from  Matt  xxi.
